Y Lord General Monck not knowing 
M if his Letter ro - your Brother, came 
» fate to him, commanded me toremem- 

ber his ſervice to you.. We are here, the Lox Þ 
be praiſed, all of a piece, reſoly'd ro venture all 
| forthe eſtabliſhment of the Ordinances of Magi- 
ſtracie and Miniſtrie : ſome time ſince his Lord- 
ſhip ſent to acquaint ſuch of the horſe that were 
not freetoaRt, That they ſhould have liberty to 
goe whither they would, and about 55, of 7wi- 
{leton's Regiment , moſt of Capt. Davies Troop, 
and 24. of his own Regiment of horſe, went a- 
way. We ſhall march ſomewhat more then fix 
thouſand good Foot, andtwo thouſand horſe,and 
teave our Garriſons well enough ſupplicd. Yeſter- 
day the Nobility and Gentry of the Scorrish Nas - 
tion met at Edenburgh, and havecngaged to live 
peaceablyupon our marchaway,they haveoffered 
large aliſtance of men, but my Lord General 
meddles not withany of them, four of the County

'troops ef 9 CE.) come into us, and 
three more had come but they were ſuppreſy'd by 
contrary orders from Newcaſtle: But we doubt 
nort,by that time we geta few daics into Erg/and, 
'recrutts both from the Atmy and Cauntrey will 
come inuntous , for we have certain intelligence 
thatthcir men are much djvided,and many of the 
-moſt pious Officers lay down their Comm:;ſhone, 
and few but Anabaptiſts and thoſe that are profeſt 
enemies to Miniſtcie engage againſt us, except 
the nine whole Commilstons were taken away 
by the Parliament , and ſome of them.aate of that 
judge ment alſo, We hear at London they ſpeak 
Rrangely of us: for ſecuring. Colonel. Cobber and 
ſomeother ſeditious Officers that went about to 
divide us here, whom they call ſobergodly men, 
As for Cobbet, I know noc how my Lord could 
doe otherwiſe, he being onerhat came to come 
mand. his Regiment afrer the Parliament had 
made his Commilsion void, and being ore of the 
moſt active in their interruption z and likewiſe 
his Lordſhip had certain intelligence that he came 
to Scotland to ſecure his perſon if he could not 
draw-him to join wich thoſe at Loxdonincheir 
wicked praRiſes: but as for the other Officers, 
after they were at firſt ſccured'to preventtheir 
diſturbance of the peace of chis Army ,” as mary 
of them as wete free to own the Parliaments 


Authority from- whence they received ' their 
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Commilsions, were admitted to their Com- 

ads, and the reſt have their pay-continued to 
cen : buttruly , as for their ſobriety, I think 
few in Bedlam were Icflſewildin all honeſt princi- 
ples, and the beſt marks of Godlincfſe we could 
obſcrveintaem , were hatred, violence, emula- 
tion, ſtrife, ſcdition, herefies, envyings, revile- 
ings and ſuchlike : and notwithſtanding all their 
pretences for the Good Old Cauſe, and the God- 
ly intereſt , their whole cod-avaur hath beento 
iagroſſe all power tothemſelves : ard moſt of the 
Officers in England, and Ireland, and Scotland of 
late put in , were all of that judgement ; and all 
that were for Magiſtracie and Miniſtric,, reviled 
and call'd Prieſt-ridden, and che like ; and I am 
confident, not any but of theſe ſort will oppoſe . 
us : Major General Morgax came in tous the 6:h 
ioſtanc, he brought a lerecr from my Lord Lam- 
bertco mediate for peace , bur hearing my Lord 
General andour Officers ( upon at earneſt defire 
of my Lord Fleetwood) had ſent up three of our 
number, Commiſsioners to endeavour to-beger a 
good underſtanding betwixt us & our brethren , 
he wrote aletter to my Lord Lambert by Colonel 
Talbet , wherinhe told him, if the Treaty ſuc- 
cceded not, he deſired ro be excuſed ifhe ated in 
his ſtatzon where his command lay ,- and he is at 
preſent with his Regiment, -putting it into good 


order, it being lately chang-d from Dragoons to 
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be Hſe; fince his coming to vs Licut, Colonel 
L:ideer a Yor ksbire Gentleman that was Liewe- 
nant Cul. of Flanders Regiments now at York hath 
Jaid down his Commilsion , declaring, he-cannor 
withconfcicnce 3& ggainit us, & we have a rumor 
that Col. Sawnel Clark his Col. hath done the 
like,and many more will doſo or better,of whoſe 
names it is nor ſafe to wiite atthistime. The 
Regiments that march'dfrom London wire very 
uaruly in their march, Dackenfjeld's men would 
pot indurehim at the head cfthem, ard cried owt 
they would havea Parliament, and Sa/mens men 
were very rude upon the Countrey in freeQuarter 
and violzncies. My Lord Gen, has been ſo good 
an husband for us, that we areall paid , and have 

h for December and [anuary; and we ſhall 
march with much chearfulneſſe, All rrue English 
men, that think no hazard too much for the Vin- 
dication of Magiſtracy and Miniſtry , the liberties 
of the people, and priviledges of Parliament, I 
preſume by this time our Commilsioners know 
what to truſt to, their time is almoſt expired, and 
ifthey cannot make a good accommodation we 
ſhould beglad ro ſee them here, that we may doe 
our dutics in this our generation to ſave the Na- 
tions from confufion in civil and ſpiritval liber- 
ties, which vvere never ſo near ſubverffon as 
novv g Indeed if they at Londen had ever yet ſtuck 


to.any declaration they ever emitted , one mighr 
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expeR lomerthing fiem them 1 but ara Eommit« 
tee of Qificcrs at Whitchall , about the 34th of 
ORob, (of which we have bere certain notice 
from and ofthem ; ) They being in debate abour 
Tythesard Miniſters miintenatce, ave of them 
(a Colonel) ſaid he was both againſt Miniſters & 
their maintenancealſo, but yer thetime was not 
come to take them away, and theretore they 
ſhould declare at large, are theſe the. Coinfels of 
- Saints? Truly I mult tell you with grief of heart, 
weare ccrtainly inform'd here, That the Oſfi- 
cers at Wallingford Houle never meet ina day 
of Prayer, but the hearrs of ſober Godly people 
are affficted atir, finding alltt ofe devotions bur 
the Forerunners to ſome grievous miſchicts in 
perpetration, How can my Lord Fleetwood ac- 
quit himſcif of the private engagement he made 
in the Parliament the day before he ated in their 
interruption, and how can Sydenham be freed 
from the publick Engagement anc Profeſsion he 
made, and with what conſcience can Salway 
Ae to model Governments, that was ſo ſevere 
againſt all things done in theſe yeares from the 
firſt interruption in 53. Upon the 5. of this 
moneth Captain Dean the Treaſurer brought us a 
letter from the Officers at Whitehal, which was 
{cnt asan anſwerto ours from Lizlithgowe dated 
the 22, of OFober , & diſperſ'd many copies of it 
to ſeduce the Souldiers,fo that aſſoonas our Offi- 
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cers had framed an Anſwer toit , my Lord Gene: 
ral cauſed both-rheir Letrer and our Anſwer to 
de Printed, and I have ſent them to you here in-- 
cloſed , and I defire you would get them Printed 
if youcan,for I thiak they are well worth publick.
